Most corn growers have doubtless 


observed an unusual amount of molded 
and rotted ears of corn in tbe crop of 
J911, as well as a great number of 
ears with soi't or rotted cobs. Upon 
first thought these may be oxplainefl 
by the combination of a rather late 
crop of corn and much rainy weather 
during the harvesting period. While 
these 
conditions 
nave 
contributed 


largely, no doubt, they are but con- 
tributory conditions. 
The real cause 


is to be found in 
certain 
kinds or 


parasitic fungi which 
attack 
some- 


what immature corn under the favor- 
able weather conditions named. Fur- 
ther, certain of these fungus parasites 
survive in the soil upon diseased frag- 
ments, such as 
fodder,

Naturally, the greater the amount ot 
infectious material in any season, the

ACE plays rather a prominent part this season in many dainty 
articles for holiday giving. And as it is rather a fad now to maki 
Irish crochet and other fine real laces, the one skilled in this worl 
can fashion some exceedingly attractive gifts. 
Or if she cannot 


make the lace herself, if she will watch the odds and ends box on the lact 
counters in the shops, she will be able to pick up little lace motifs and edg 
ings that will enable her to make these gifts comparatively inexpensive. 


Past season saw the fad for little lace sachets for bureau drawers anc 


handkerchiefs and veil cases. This year the vogue for lace in the bureau 
fittings has spread, and the very latest acquisition is the lace photo- 
graph frame. 


The girl who can make things can fashion one of these herself. Cut 


out of pasteboard a frame of any shape and style desired. Make a covering 
of satin of any color preferred, and over this, applique lace. The lace it 
usually made up of motifs and bits of insertion to accord with the shape of 
the frame and to have an individual design of its own. 
It is not Just 


a plfCG of all-over lace placed over the satin. At the top of the frame is 
nsuaMlIy a motif that just fits, or so nearly that a bit of insertion or a tiny 
lesigTi will help it out The two sides are usually some narrow running pat- 
tern, and the bottom is a repetition of the top. Attach this to the satin, so 
that both will completely cover the front of the frame, then apply a back to 
xmceal the making. A rery elegant, and withal dainty, frame results, and 
xn exceedingly appropriate environment for a winsome face. 


This lace conceit can be carried out in other things for the toilette 


table. Handkerchief boxes, Jewel cases, and all such useful little trifles can 
30 decorated in the same way. Or if the boxes require a too large quantity 
>f lace to be entirely covered with it, a, very dainty effect is secured bj 
jsing a fine net, with lace motifs inset here and there. 


A very dainty pincushion is made .by using a little round or heart- 


shaped cushion, covering the front with a lace motif of the same size and 
ihape, and finishing the edge of the cushion with three or four frills of 
larrow ribbon. It is fluffy, dainty, yet practical and inexpensive.

The time draws

mince meat for the time-honored day 
o- Thanksgiving must be piepared. 
In each family the cherished recipe is 
carefully read and materials gathered, 
and, strange to say, there is no mince 
meat which tastes quite like that "that 
mother used to make." Here are a few 
which are handed down, and those 
who have no cherished one, may per- 
haps find one which sounds good: 


Mix all the following ingredients to- 


gether and cook slowly two hours: 
Three pounds of lean beef cooked and 
finely chopped; two pounds of suet 
chopped, three quarts of good, tart ap- 
ples finely chopped; three pounds of 
raisins, seeded; two pounds of cur- 
rants, three pounds of citron cut in 
pieces, half a cup each of candied lem- 
on and 'orange peel chopped, a half 
cup of lemon juice, the same of or- 
ange juice, two tablespoonfuls of salt, 
four cups of brown sugar, one cup of 
coffee (liquid), two 
cups of 
sweet 


cider, a teaspoonful each of cloves and 
allspice, two teaspoonfuls of cinnamon 
and a cup of Jelly and three cups of 
the liquor in which the meat was 
cooked. 


Mince Pie Meat.—Cook together four 


pounds of lean beef and two pounds of 
suet cooked; chop and take twice the 
amount of chopped baldwin apples. 
Add three chopped 
quinces, three 


pounds of brown sugar, two cups of 
molasses, two quarts of cider, four 
pounds of raisins, three pounds of cur- 
rants, half a pound of citron finely 
cut, a quart of stock in which the 
meat was cooked, a tablespoonful each 
of cinnamon, mace and cloves, two 
grated nutmegs and salt to taste. 
Cook all together two hours, except 
the cider, which is added at .the last. 


Mock Mince Pie.—Roll 
four milk 


crackers, add one and a half' 'cups of 
sugar, a cup of molasses, a third of a 
cup of lemon juice, one cup of raisins, 
half a cup of butter and two well- 
beaten eggs; salt to taste. Bake with 
two crusts. This makes two pies.

GREAT AMOUNT OF CAS AND 


OIL DRILLING IS BEING DONE 


IN MANY PARTS OF OHIO 


One of the remarkable things 
in 


oildoni at this stage of the oil 
and 


gas industry is the immense amount 
or drilling that is still toeing done in 
portions of Ohio. The State leads all 
others for active work outside of 
the 


Pennsylvania regions. For the first 
ten months of the year there was a 
total of 1,807 wells drilled in. 
The 


developments were 
distributed 
over 


the northwestern part of the State, as 
well as the central and southern parts. 


Central Ohio which is widely known 


for its immense gas wells is rapidly 
coming into prominence, 
and is be- 


ing closely watched by • the 
entire 


country. For the past ten months the 
increase in the gas 
production has 


been something heretofore unheard of. 
During that 
period there 
were 371 


wells drilled of which IS were 
oil 


wells, and 97 proved 
total 
failures, 
leaving a total of 256 gas wells, which 
shows the wonderful productions of 
572,151,890 cubic feet daily. 


There are two distinct gas belts in 


the state, one on the western side'* run- 
ning south and southwest from Toledo 
and extending as far south as Chris- 
tiansburg in the southwestern corner 
of Champaign county, where large gas 
producers have been found and 
the 


possibilities are that the field could 


be extended south to the Ohio river 
near Cincinnati if the territory 
was 


properly tested. This field finds its 
gas in the Trenton limestone. 


The other field is in the Central 


Ohio and the gas is found in the Clin- 
ton limestone, far above the. Trenton, 
and is at the present time one of the 
most productive gas fields now under 
development. 
The Central Ohio field 
as far as developed runs from Lake 
Erie near Cleveland 
and Lorain, a 
little to the west of a south line to 
Vinton county, passing through Cuy- 
ahoga, Erie, Lorain. Medina, Holmes, 
Richland, 
Muskingum, 
Coshocton, 


Ashland; Knox, 
"Wayne, 
Delaware, 


Licking, Fail-field. 
Perry, 
Hocking-, 


Jackson, Vinton, Ross 
and 
Clinton 


counties, and may be found to contin- 
ue as far south as the Ohio river be- 
tween Portsmouth and Cincinnati.

land, 
Warren, 
Butler, 
Hamilton, 


Montgomery, 
Preble, 
Clearmont, 


Brown, Pike, Adams, 
Scioto, Pick-

Greene, Miami and Clark counties, in 
the western and 
southwestern sec- 


tions of Ohio. 
But a short 
period 


will pass until the oil trade will be 


working the drill along the Ohio river 
counties, both in Ohio and Kentucky. 
Such companies handling gas as 'the 
Logan Natural Gas and Fuel Co., the 
Columbus Gas & Fuel Co, the Ohio 
Fuel Supply Co., the- Central Contract 
and Finance Co., the Columbus Nat- 
ural Gas Co., the Medina Oil and Gas 
Co., the E. H. Everett Gas Co., the 
Heisey Gas Co., the Upham Oil and 
Gas Co., the Utica Oil, Gas and Min- 
ing Co., are getting their larger sup- 
ply of the fuel 
from Central Ohio. 


While the large supply of gas mark- 
eted in Cincinnati, Toledo and Cleve- 
land comes from the West Virginia 
fields, a large portion of it will soon 
come from Central Ohio. Many of the 
larger companies have more gas than 
they know what to do with at this 
time, and, the wells are now closed in 
so that the over supply will not go 
to waste. It is rumored about but not 
confirmed that the Logan 
Gas com- 


pany alone has close to 
150,000,000 


cubic feet in reserve and other com- 
panies are practically as well fortified 
and if such is the case there should 
be no cause for a shortage among con- 
sumers, and will hardly be as long as 
no breaks in the lines or 
accidents 


happen to the main trunk lines as 
then the gas in the lines are usually 
shut off for repairs. Trouble of this 
kind is unavoidable and 
sometimes 


happen, .but men are always rushed 
for to repair all breaks at once. 


It is evident from the oil well fin- 


ished at Newburg, a suburb of Cleve- 
land and the oil found in Medina and 
Lorain counties would indicate that 
Cleveland stands" over an oil pool of 
great value, and all along the line 
south as far as Vinton county, a dis- 
tance of about 160 miles along the 
gas belt, numerous oil wells have

been developed within the last few 
months showing that Central Ohio is 
destined to become one of the leading 
oil fields of the country. This terri- 
tory while very expensive to operate 
will be thoroughly drilled by the men 
of large capital. 


The real center of the gas develop- 


ment at the present time is in the 
vicinity of Ashland, in Ashland coun- 
ty, where some remarkable large gas 
gushers are being opened. 


Holmes county, especially the east- 
ern section, has been producing some 
oil for a number of years and now 
the indications are good for the find- 
ing of the product in the western sec- 
tion. Next to the south comes Co- 
shocton county where two wells show | 
for very good producers near ' West I 
Carlisle, and the 
northwestern 
and I 


southwestern parts of Licking county, 
a^ well as near Bladensburg, in the 
southeastern section of Knox county 
have shows of oil in the gas district. 


The development in the 
northern 


end of the field is more for gas than 
oil but the trade is not adverse to 
finding an oil pool now and 
then. 


Hocking county, to the south end of 
the field, is now the real center of at- 
traction in the oil producing end of 
the industry. 
There is sure to be 
great activity in the northeastern part 
of the county 
if ••the Oreville-Gore 


pool can he extended westward as far 
as Webb Summit, and the chances are 
very favorable, as there is nothing yet 
drilled to condemn the 
intervening 
territory. The first oil found in Fair- 
field county was near Sugar Grove a 
number of. years ago when the drilling I 
for gas began in that field. The oil 
was found in the lime formation abovd 
the Clinton. These''wells have about! 
played out, and many of them are be- 
ing abandoned. XiaTer" oil was found 
at Rushville, which1'leads up to the 
development work started at Bremen. 
The oil fields at 
Bremen, Junction 


City and Straitsville 'have been active 
for a couple of seasons, but are now 
going backward with the exception of 
the Straitsville end wlifn; work re- 
mains active 'and the fieTd is broaden- 
ing out to a considerable extent.
